7  5-Minute  Walkout  to  Support  Asst .  Principal 

Case  Students  Protest  ‘Outside’  Principal 


Morp  than  300  students  at 
Case  high  school  in  Swansea 
walked  out  of  classes  at  8:15 
yesterday  morning  to  protest 
the  school  committees  hiring 
of  a  new  principal  from  out¬ 
side  the  school  system. 

After  demonstrating  peace¬ 
fully  in  front  of  the  school  for 
15  minutes,  the  students  re¬ 
turned  to  classes  at  the  urg¬ 
ing  of  assistant  principal  Ed- 
ward  R.  Silva,  the  man  the 
students  are  supporting  for 
principal 

Michael  Medeiros,  a  senior 
and  one  of  the  student  lead¬ 
ers.  sfud  after  the  demonstra¬ 
tion  that  his  group  would  seek 
a  meeting  soon  with  the 
school  committee  to  try  to 
reverse  the  board's  selection. 

Last  week  the  committee 
announced  it  had  chosen 
Charles  Loverin,  assistant 
principal  at  Rockland  High 
School,  to  succeed  Miss  Helen 
Reagan,  who  is  retiring  in 
June  after  47  years  as  prin¬ 
cipal. 

Mr.  Silva,  assistant  prin¬ 
cipal  at  Case  for  17  years,  was 
passed  over  by  the  school 
board  during  its  search  for  a 


new  administrator  earlier  this 
year. 

In  a  statement  released 
during  the  walkout,  students 
said,  “we  feel  that  there  was 
a  grave  oversite  on  the  part 
of  the  school  committee  not 
to  appoint.  Edward  R.  Silva 
to  the  position  of  principal. 

“Mr.  Silva  has  gained  the 
respect  of  the  students,  which 
in  our  own  words  can  never 
be  reached  by  another  man/' 
the  statement  continued. 

The  students  accused  su¬ 
perintendent  of  schools  Don¬ 
ald  McCaffrey  of  giving  thorn 
"the  runaround"  when  they 
tried  to  get  information  on 
the  “out  of  towncr  who  is 
going  to  take  over  the  school 
next  year.” 

They  also  charged  school 
committman  Robert  E.  Pa¬ 
quette  with  failing  to  repre¬ 
sent  student  interests,  w’hich 
they  said  he  promised  to  do 
when  elected  last  year. 

The  w-alkout  came  between 
the  first  and  second  periods 
of  the  morning  session.  More 
than  half  of  the  515  students 
at  the  session  participated. 


They  milled  around  on  the 
sidewalk  in  front  of  the 
school  for  fifteen  minutes,  de¬ 
manding  to  speak  with  Mr. 
Silva. 

Miss  Reagan  walked  out  to 
the  group  and  asked  them  to 
return  to  classes,  but  they  re¬ 
fused  to  until  Mr.  Silva  came 
out. 

The  vice  principal  said  he 
appreciated  the  students’  con¬ 
cern,  but  maintained  that  the 
decision  had  been  made  and 
urged  them  to  return  to 
classes.  They  followed  his  ad¬ 
vice  without  further  incident. 

Mr.  Silva  said  he  was  not 
aware  of  the  students’  plan 
to  walk  out  of  classes  until 
yesterday  morning,  although 
he  had  been  told  ol'  their  sup¬ 
port  for  his  candidacy  for 
principal. 

“We  have  notning  against 
the  new  principal,  we  just 
feel.  Mr.  Silva  should  have 
gotten  the  job  instead  of 
somebody  from  thr  outside/ 
Mr.  Mederios  said. 

He  and  several  other  stu¬ 
dents  maintained  that  Mr. 
Silva  was  more  qualified  ed¬ 
ucationally  ns  well  ns  in 


practical  knowledge  than  the 
man  who  got  the  job. 

Reached  at  her  home.  Mrs. 
Angela  D.  Souza,  school  com¬ 
mittee  chairman,  said  she 
would  be  glad  to  meet  with 
representatives  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  to  explain  the  appoint¬ 
ment.  But  she  added  that  the 
board's  decision  w*as  final. 

She  said  Mr.  Loverin  was 
chosen  over  Mr.  Silva  be¬ 
cause  of  the  Rockland  man's 
experience  in  the  open  class¬ 
room  concept:  of  education  in 
l.'gh  schools. 

Mrs.  Souza  said  the  new’ 
high  school  planned  for 
Swansea  will  be  built  on  the 
open  classroom  concept  and 
the  committee  felt  that  a 
school  administrator  with  ex¬ 
perience  in  this  area  was 
necessary. 

The  school  board  chairman 
said  students  should  have 
waited  until  they  met  Mr. 
Loverin  before  deciding  to 
protest  his  appointment. 

He  is  a  very  highly  quali¬ 
fied  man  and  has  great  rap¬ 
port  with  his  students  in 
Rockland,  she  said.
